Looking about 
casually, I discovered am fiber eo called 
cabin forward between <]i:el;s and fitted 
with bunks arranged in liers for 30 col- 
ored missionaries. The difference was 
greater than betwtoii the staterooms of 
the Lucama. and tue EteeiMj;;'. The dis- 
tance between the while und black labor- 
ers in the Lord's vineyard was as much 
as the vessel would allow. 


I made respectful inquiries as to the 


reason of this color distinction, apparent- 
ly so invidious, and was informed that 
the black miuaionaries do not like to be 
made too comfortable, not being fitted 
by nature to appreciate creature com- 
forts like their white brothers. 
They 


are good enough to be educated and civ- 
ilized and to be ordained as ministers of 
Christ, but in traveling the London Mis- 
sionary society considers it perfectly 
right to provide a steerage for colored 
pastors and a saloou for white ones. I 
endeavored to ascertain whether the col- 
ored gentlemen had evor had a choice in 
the matter, but my questions were re- 
ceived coldly and considered inquisito- 
rial.—London Cor. New York Sun,

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8UB8TITUTKS FOR MONEY. 


The Congressional Record of June 4, 


1894, contains the speech of Congress- 
man Warner of New York on the Braw- 
ley bill to suspend the operations of 
the law imposing a tax of ten per cent, 
upon notes issued daring the crisis of 
1893. Mr. Warner shows the several 
kinds of expedients adopted by banks, 
clearing bouses, corporations and mer- 
chants last summer to make up for a 
scarcity of money. The Congressional 
Record is embellished with fac similes 
of the certificates, notes, due bills and 
other substitutes for money issued 
between August 1,1893, and January 
1, 1894. New York city alone issued 
$41,495,000 in clearing-house certifi- 
cates; Philadelphia issued $11,000,000 
of them; Boston $71,448,000, and fire 
other cities $5,000,000 additional, mak- 
icg in all about $69,000,000 in eight 
cities. In addition to this, banks, 
trusts and manufacturing companies 
issued certificates, due bills, etc., to 
the amount of several millions, in de- 
nominations rancdn^ from 25 cents to 
$10,000. 


When these substitutes for money 


were being issued Congress was at 
work in special session to repeal the 
Bullion Purchase act, which was in- 
creasing the currency from $35,000,000 
to $50,000,000 per year. It was pro- 
claimed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that there was more money in cir- 
culation than the business interests of 
the country required, and that the 
panic was caused by the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly by 
the Government. 


That there was not sufficient money 


in circulation a year ago was proved 
by the fact that the clearing-houses 
and banks issued certificates as a sub- 
stitute for money, and as the circulat- 
ing medium has been increased since 
then only by the coinage of gold and a 
few millions of subsidiary silver coins, 
It shows that there is not enough 
money in circulation now. 
About two- 


thirds of the gold coinage of last year 
has been shipped to Europe, so that 
while the population of the country is 
increasing at the ratio of about two 
millions a year, the money of the 
country in not increasing at all, in fact 
it is decreasing, as more than the entire 
gold product of the country was ex- 
ported last year. 


If the people permit the present 


financial policy to bo continued, in a 
few years there will not be five dollars 
per capita in circulation, wheat will not 
sell for more than twenty-five cents 
per bushel and the industrial army 
will be swelled to millions. 


THK TARIFF GAME. 


Last week the Democrats proposed a 


duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem on all 
HUKiirs imported into the country. The 
lU-p-iblicans. with tho exception of 
T i-k.i.o of California, Manderson of 
Nebraska and Quay of Pennsylvania, 
voted against the proposition. They 
assumed the role of free traders and 
voted accordingly. Now Senator Sher- 
man gives notice that he will propose 
an amendment to the tariff bill provid- 
ing for a duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem 
on wool. It is probable that the Demo- 
crats, with few exceptions, will oppose 
this amendment, as the Republicans 
did the duty on sugar. 


This is the game of battledoor and 


shuttlecock which the Silver men as- 
sert the old parties are playing with 
thetaritf question in Congress. The 
Republicans-, who pose as protection- 
ists, oppose a tariff on sugar, while the 
Democrats, who are charged with be- 
ing free traders, favor protection for 
sugar. On wool the positions of the 
parties will probably be reversed and 
the Republicans will assume the role 
of protectionists. 
, If the object was to protect American 
industries, or evea to adopt a tariff for 
revenue only, a reasonable duty would 
be placed on both sugar and wool, but 
us the tariff discussion is to make party 
capital und divide the people, one party 
opposes a tariff cm sugar and the other 
opposes a tariff on wool. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Has a Tilt With Chandler—The 
Wines Schedule! Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—In the Senate 


Quay rose to the question of privilege 
and sent to the clerk's desk what be 
characterized a "lying statement, for 
which Senator Chandler is given as 
authority." It proved to be a Washing- 
ton dispatch to a New York paper 
which alleged that a Philadelphia 
syndicate, in which Quay was an active 
agent, was seeking to get control of the 
surface roads of Washington through 
Congressional legislation. 
The dis- 


patch stated that the scheme was as 
malordoras as was the sugar trust 
scandal. The statements contained in 
the article, Quay (iaid, were absolutely 
false. 


Quay said he departed from his cus- 


tom of treating with silent contempt 
100,000 newspaper lies about him, be- 
cause the article was evidently written 
with the purpose of affecting legislation 
to-day, and because Chandler had been 
given as authority for the statements 
contained therein. 


Chandler stated that he had heard of 


this syndicate and bad perhaps dis- 
cussed the matter with newspaper men, 
but knew little about it. Certainly he 
made no remarks attributing motives 
or relations to any Senator. 


Quay suggested with a broad smile 


that this newspaper fabrication be re- 
ferred to the " Scandal Committee," of 
which Gray was chairman. It was re- 
ferred. The Tariff bill was then taken 
up. 


Senator Sherman gave notice of an 


amendment to the Tariff bill providing 
for a duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem 
on wool. 


The wines and spirits schedule was 


adopted, practically without change 
from the compromise plan. The cotton 
schedule was taken up.

Rough Treatment of Prisoners—Plowing 


up of Bridges in Alabama. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., June 11.—The four 


American workmen who were taken 
prisoners by a mob of foreigners at 
New Haven Saturday, were overtaken 
at Fairchance and rescued at noon to- 
day by deputies. They were bearing 
placards and were chalkmarked from 
head to foot. They were handed from 
one crowd to another yesterday until 
landed in the striker's camp at Kyle. 
The deputies are collecting all the evi- 
dence available and many arrests will 
be made. It is estimated that not less 
than 500 strikers handled the workmen 
from tho time of their capture at New 
Haven until rescued today. 
DENVER, June 11.-The agreement made 
at Cripple Creek between General 
Brooks and Sheriff Bowers is not ap- 
proved in all respects by Governor 
Waite.

Tarsney to-day that the troops are not 
to be used as guards. The miners arms 
will be restored to them and not over 
twenty-five miners will be arrested. 


BIRMINGHAM, La., June 11.—The big 


iron bridge on the Kansas City, Mem- 
phis & Birmingham at Carbon Hill was 
blown up with dynamite this morning. 
Bridges at the Pattou and Mabel mines 
and other points have been burned. 
The strikes are determined to prevent 
the transportation of coal.

It will be a free-for- 
nll race, and as all believe in the same 
principle, it will be a choice of in- 
dividuals.

l.is; August, yet Nevada gold bugs de- 
nounce one of the Senators as a free 
trader and Populist and have resolved 
to ask the other whether or not he is a 
Republican. That is as inconsistent 
as advocating free coinage while up- 
holding a party that opposes it. 


THE Louisville Courier-Journal, which 


is opposed to a tariff on general prin- 
ciples, says there is a lack of uniform- 
ity in calling the Tariff bill the Wilson 
bill or the Gorman bill, as with a few 
more amendments it may be called the 
McKinley bill.

In the House last Saturday Goldzier 


of Illinois offered the following reso- 
lution : 


" Resolved by the House of Representa- 


tives, That the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia are requested to 
report to this House their reasons for 
reducing the pay of unskilled laborers 
in the District from $1.50 a day to $1 a 
day; also if a like resolution has been 
offered or is in contemplation in the 
remuneration of other employes of 
the District." 


Mr. Goldzier said : " Mr. Speaker, 


;he object of this resolution is simply 
to get a little information for the 
House. The newspapers proclaimed 
yesterday that the District Commis- 
sioners have seen fit to reduce the 
wages of unskilled laborers in the Dis- 
trict from $1.50 to $1 a day. Now I de- 
sire to know, and I think it is import- 
ant for this House to find out for what 
reason this has been done. If it is on 
the ground of economy, then, I for 
one, think that the economy ought to 
begin somewhere else, and that there 
are thousand of employes of the Dis- 
trict who could bear a reduction in 
their wages much better than un- 
skilled laborers working at $1.50 and 
$1.25 a day. I am against retrenchment 
when it takes bread out of the mouths 
of the poorer classes. If this reduc- 
tion has been made because the Dis- 
trict authorties desire to take advant- 
age of the present sad state of affairs 
which crowds the labor market and 
makes a laborer because he needs 
bread accept work or attempt to get 
work for less than he would ordinarily 
receive, I do not believe that the Dis- 
trict ought to go into that kind of 
business. I have always opposed the 
idea which prevails among wealthy 
corporations, that when ever anything 
hurts them the class which should first 
feel this harm are the poorest paid 
laborers. 
I do not think that the 


United States ought to follow in the 
line of the capitalistic corporations. I 
am a 'Coxeyite' to the extent of be- 
lieving that $1.50 a day is little enough 
pay for ten hours work. I move the 
adoption of this resolution." 


Mr. Cannon of Illinois—"Let me ask 


the gentleman a question, by way of 
suggestion for amendment; Why not 
make the resolution broader and ex- 
tend the inquiry to all the Departments 
touching all laborers employes in the 
United States ?" 


Mr. Newlands said : "If I may be 


permitted a single remark, I wish to 
suggest to the gentleman from Illinois 
(Mr. Goldzier) that this inquiry be ex- 
tended and we inquire into the effect 
or' the retrenchment on the part of the 
United States Government upon the 
general condition of labor throughout 
the country. I believe that this is a 
time for extravagance, not a time for 
economy. I believe it is the time when 
the man of wealth, the man of capital, 
should employ all the labor that is 
within his command. I believe it is a 
time when the Government of the. 
United States, the richest organization 
in the country, having its hands upon 
the wealth of every man, through the 
power of taxation, should liberally ex- 
pend the public funds so as to sustain 
the labor of the country whilst it is 
suffering most. It is the time for the 
extension, not the suspension, of the 
public works. I ask the gentleman, 
therefore, to extend the inquiry so as 
to take in the general effect of the re- 
trenchment inaugurated by the Demo- 
cratic party upon the interests of labor 
in the country at large."

The resolution, after a point of no 


quorum raised by- Kilgore had failed, 
was referred to the Committee on the 
District of Colombia.

A Young Ijady Suicides. 


Amedee was startled Friday night by 


the suicide of Miss Maud E. Bental, 
The young lady has beea occupjing 
the position of telegraph operator and 
Wells, Fargo's agent at that place for 
some time. On Friday evening she 
went into the store of Mrs. B. H. Keser, 
and after chatting awhile Mrs. Keser 
stepped into an adjoining room, and 
Miss Bental went behind a dispensing 
counter where drugs are kept. There 
she found a bottle of strychnine and 
swallowed a part of its contents. She 
took a seat in the store.and to all ap- 
pearances she seemed all right, but 
after a little while she went into a con- 
vulsion, and upon recovering she told 
what she had done. A doctor was sum- 
moned from Susanville, but arrived too 
late to save her. Everything was done 
to help her that could be suggested, 
but it was of no avail, and she died 
after suffering terribly for nearly < wo 
hours. 


The causes that led to the act are 


merely suppositions, but it is believed 
that she had 
become 
despondent 


through lack of employment. She was 
a very amiable young lady and very 
popular and her sudden death is a 
terrible shock to the- whole country. 
She was 18 years of age, and has rela- 
tives in Pennsylvania and a sister at 
Marysville, Cal. 
Her remains were 


taken to Susanville for interment. 


Dentil of E. B. Zabriskie. 


E. B. Zabriskie, late Melter and Re- 


flner of the Mint, died suddenly Sun- 
day afternoon at Carson. A short time 
before his death he was on the street 
and seemed to be in his usual health. 
He went home and was stricken with 
death a few moments after his> arrival 
there. The cause of his death was 
supposed to be heart trouble. Mr. 
Zabriskie leaves a son, C. B. Zabriskie, 
now a resident of Oakland, California. 
' Buck," as he was familiarly known 
and called, was a man of about 68 
years of age. He was an old timer on 
the coast and in Nevada, and has seen 
many of the ups and downs of life dur- 
ing his long residence in the West. He 
was a kind and genial man to every- 
one with whom he came in contact, 
and to those under him he always bad 
the kindest of words. 
He held the 


position of Melter and Eeflner at the 
Mint under the Harrison Administra- 
tion, and only retired fro Da the place a 
few weeks ago. Ha was a Mexican war 
veteran, and was a Captain during the 
war of the rebellion of Company A, 
1st Battalion of Nevada Volunteers, 
and served three years, having been 
mustered out of service 'Jnly 5, 1866. 
His sudden death has cast a glcom 
over Carson, and will be deeply re- 
gretted by all who knew him. The 
funeral will take place to-day at 2 
o'clock at Carson.

A City Without a Woman. 


Maiwatchin, in Mongolia, close to the 


borders of Russian Siberia, is the only 
city in the world peopled by men only 
The Chinese womgn are not only f crbid 
don to leave this ^territory, but even to 
pass the great wall of Kalkan and enter 
into Mongolia. All the Chinese of this 
border city arc exclusively traders, anf 
they accumulate money till their trad 
ing with Europe through Siberia has 
created a sufficient fortune to enable 
them to return to their native cities anc 
live there in ease with their families. 
Their dwellings indicate their prosper! 
ty. They are separated from the street 
by a clay wall, rather ugly, it is true, 
but surrounding generally a very ele- 
gant looking house, before which are 
gamboling those sleek looking, plump 
cues, with unusually big eyes, such as 
are pretty faithfully represented on Chi- 
nese vases and screens. The main parl 
of the houses of Maiwatchin is dividec 
into two compartments, and that which 
is behind is raised. Fires are kept up 
under this great platform, which is cov- 
ered with mats that serve as seats by 
day and beds by night. Opposite the 
door a niche is generally seen whore 
the domestic idols, unaccustomed to at- 
titudinize to profane eyes, repose be- 
hind an ornamented blind. The walls 
of the reception room are lacquered in 
red or black arid sometimes covered 
with figured silk, according to the 
wealth and tasto of the owner. The 
apartment overlooking the court is gen- 
erally of light wood, perforated and 
carved, and over these openings colored 
paper is stretched, producing something 
of the graceful effect of stained glass. 
The idol temples are gorgeous build- 
ings.—Chicago Tribune. 


IJfo In Other Worlds. 


The fact has been established that the 


supposed diamonds found in meteorites 
near the Canyon Diablo, in Arizona, are 
actually such. This is a matter of pro- 
found interest, indicating as it does that 
such stones exist on other planets. Some 
authorities assert that diamonds—like 
coal, which is so nearly of the same 
chemical construction—could not possi- 
bly come into existence without previous 
vegetable growths to generate their ma- 
terial. For thisr^rsn, they infer that 
the finding of th« _, . ^ in the meteor 
ites proves H'"' fi^re must have been 
vegetable l i f > in tho place whence the 
meteorites c.imc. If there wns vegetable 
life there, it is a fair presumption that 
there was animal life also. All this may 
be untrue, but it affords the first guess 
glimpse ever obtained into the greatest 
problem that mankind has ever attempt- 
ed to handle—namely, the question 
whether life exists in other worlds than 
ours. —Philadelphia Press. 


Irrigation by Dog Power. 


Manuel E. de Costa, who resides six 


miles south of Sacramento on the Riv- 
erside road, has built an ingenious ma- 
chine for irrigating his flower garden 
arid his orange and lemon trees. It con- 
sists of a wooden wheel 10 feet in diam- 
eter and with a rim, or tire, about (2 
feet wide. A dog is placed inside the 
wheel, which is turned by his weight 
as he gallops in treadmill fashion. The 
revolution of the axle turns a crank 
which operates the handle of a pump 
set in a dug well. After half an hour's 
exercise the dog is taken out and a 
Jresh dog put in for another half hour. 
The dogs seem to enjoy the work, for 
•hey bark and wag their tails when they 
are brought to the wheel. They know 
hat it means something good to eat at 
the end of the half hour's work.—Sac- 
ramento Bee.

"3$y. father," said Colonel Grant, 


"tried to smoke while at West Point, 
but only becansa it was against the reg- 
ulations, and then ho didn't succeed 
veiy •well at it, He really got the habit 
from smoking light cigars and cigarettes 
during the Mexican war, hut it wasn't 
a fixed habit. 
When he left the army 


and lived in tho country, he smoked a 
pipe—not incessantly.

and really there was always a popular 
misconception of the amount of his 
smoking. 
Brit he went on as a light 


smoker, a casual smoker, until the day 
of the fall of Fort Donelson. Then the 
gunboats having been worsted some- 
what, and Admiral Foote having been 
wounded, he sent ashore for my father 
to come and see him. Father went 
aboard, and the admiral, as is custom- 
ary, 
had his cigars passed. My father 


took one and was smoking it when he 
went ashore. There he was met by a 
staff officer, who told him that there 
was a sortie, and the right wing had 
been struck and smashed in. Then my 
father started for the scene of opera- 
tions. He let his cigar go out naturally, 
but held it between his fingers. He rode 
hither and yon, giving orders and direc- 
tions, still with the cigar stump in his 
hand. 


' 'The result of his exertions was that 
Fort Donelson fell after he sent his mes- 
sage of 'unconditional surrender,1 and 
'I propose to move immediately upon 
your works.' With tho message was 
Bent all over tho country the news that 
Grant was smoking throughout the bat- 
tle when he ou!y had carried this stump 
i'roui Fcotc'a flagship. But the cigars 
began to come in from all over the Un- 
ion. 
He had 11,000 cigars on hand in a 


very short time. He gave away all he 
could, but he waa so surrounded with 
cigars that he got to smoking them reg- 
ularly, but ho never smoked as much as 
he seeraed to smoke. He would light a 
cigar after breakfast and let it go out, 
and then light it again, and then again 
let it go out and light it, so that the 
one cigar'would last until lunchtime."

Houses of Ill-Fame. 


rpHE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
JL. 
er» of Wnshoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall bo unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what- 
ever any room or house to bo kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Keno, Nevada, except iu that 
portion of said town east and south of the 
fire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and the lauds sonth of First Street, north of 
the Iruckue river, and east of the lire limits 
as now established. 


SBO 2. Any person violating Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisance and upon conviction thereof shall 
be Unofi in any sum not greater than five 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoo comity for not exceed- 
ing- bix months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment,
